You muſt not think it odd that I talk ſo reſpectfully 1 
of my Bookſeller's Advice. Where is the Poet, even 
among the profeſs*'d, not ambitious af entring the World 


from the Shop of the famous Bernard Lintott ? For 

whatever You Gentlemen, that pique Yourſelves upon' 
your Judgment in Books, may imagine, a good Introdu- 
cer is as uſefull to Authors, as to Ambaſſadors a Maſter 
of the Ceremonies. And we are told of Mr. Locke, that 
he was wont to ſay, He never could reſiſt the Force 
« of a Title-page artfully drawn up; and had been led 

| hs | into 
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« into the reading of an infinite Number of bad Books, - 
« by the ſpecious Appearance of the Front.. 
Joannes Sacundus Nicolaius Hagenſis, flouriſſid above 
two Centuries' ago. He was born about that Time 
when Monkiſh Learning, which had triumph'd thro' all 
the darker Ages of Chriſtianity, began to loſe Ground, 
and good Senſe to gain Eſteem. He roſe, as may be 
faid, another Claſſic among the Claſſics, inthe Year 1511. 
The ſingular Beauty of his Writings naturally awakens 
in Us, a preſſing Curioſity to know ſomething particular 
of his Fortune and Character, which are chiefly to be. 
learnt from thoſe Writings: For thus it often falls out 
with Men of Letters, their Lives are fo eaſily paſs d, 
(ſpent, either in Gayety that keeps them from publick 
Notice; or in Retirement, that renders them almoſt in- 
acceſſible ;) that they leave ſcarce any Traces behind 
them. . Confequently we ſeldom A them in any 
ſhining Scenes; rarely in the Senate, or the Court; in 
the Council, or the Camp; which makes the Detail leſs 
entertaining, as the Inquiry more difficult: And yet 1 
know not what Romantic Pleaſure we take in hunting 
them out, tho? ever ſo recluſe. As ſometimes the Vievw - 
of thoſe gloomy Caverns, and ſequeſter'd Vallies, where 
Nature (as the Poets expreſs it) ſeems to retire , afford 
Subject of more delicate Speculation, than of thoſe 
ſpreading Plains, and riſing Mountains, where ſhe. di{- 
plays herſelf in all her Grandeur and Magnificence. Not 
that the Life of Secundus, as you ſhall ſee, was a Life of 
Inaction; eſpecially if you conſider him as a Poet. 
The Father of Secundus was Nicolaus Everardus ; a 
Name of Note in the Netherlands; and diſtinguiſh'd a- 
mong the Families of the Lotvo- Countries, by Aubertus 
Miræus, for its Opulence and Power. From what par- 
ticular Branch our Everardus deſcended, is not fo well 
known. To run over the Particulars of his Life. He 
was born in Valleren, an Ifland in the Province of. 
Zeland, and in the Neighbourhood of Middelburg; 
from whence he got the Title of Middelburgenſis. He 
ſtudied the Civil and Cannon Law at Lonain, where 
afterwards he took the Doctor's Chair. He was then 
/ a 3 admitted 
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nent of Mechelen, whoſe Juriſdiction was formerly very 


extenſive, by the Favor of the Emperor Charles the 


Fifth. Who ſatisfied of his Abilities,” remov'd Him 


from thence to the Hague; to exerciſe there the-impor- 
tant Charge of Preſident to the States of Holland 
Zeland ; and laſtly to that of Mechelen, the moſt bo- 
nourable Truſt in theſe Provinces. - 

While Everardus was yet Preſident of the States of 
Holland and Zelaud, Secundus was born at the Hague, 


whence he got the Name of Hagenfis. How he came

by that of Secundus, is ſtill a Queſtion. Whether he took 
it up of himſelf; or whether it was given Him by 
others? Again; what ſecret Meaning it may imply. 

Whether to denote his Birth as ſecond in Degree; or 
whether by 14g of Antiphra afis, to mark his Merit? 
Secundus ouaff N, emini Secundus. This laſt Conjecture 
appears the moſt probable. It is the Point upon which 
turn moſt of the Encomiums of his contemporary Wits.

The firſt Impreſſion of Virtue and Knowledge, S. 
cundus receiv'd from his Father; the moſt Natural Tu- 
tor. Who not content, as Horace honourably obſerves of 
his, to educate his Children in the trite Vulgar Way; 
found Means to turn his very Houſe into a School, of 
which, we are told, he was himſelf the Director. He 
was a Man of Letters, as appears by the Works he 
publiſh'd in his Profeſſion; his Confilia and-Topica Le. 
galia, which Secundus commends in his Sixty firſt, and 
Sixty ſecond Epigrams ; wrote, as his Epitomiſer, Mar- 
connet, j obſerves, with great Spirit and Liberty, 
for thoſe Times. Horridd, pro ſeculi illius Rationibus, 
Libertate. Inveighing occaſionally as well againſt the 
Oligarchy of the Nobles, as: the Incroachments of the 
Church ; the Mental Reſervations of Prieſts ; the Mun- 
dane Avocations of Monks; the Rudeneſs and Ignorance” 
of Ecclefiaſtical Judges; and the Vileneſs and Avarice of 
certain Abbots. Not neglecting at the ſame Time 
(which, as Marconnet remarks, was the Vice of the Age) 
the Uſe of polite Learning; particularly of 4ri/oth, Se- 
neca, Livy, Quintilian, Horace, Valerius Maximus, 
Tuſtin, &c. among the Aneients; and among the Mo- 
derns, of Eraſmus, his Countryman and Equal. He 
was therefore the more happily qualified for this Under- 
taking; his own Example was a ſufficient Leſſon. Who- 
ever allow Themſelves Leiſure to confider this Method 

of Education, will readily agree in the Advantages of 

it. For Who ſo capable as the Father to diſcern the Tem- 
per and Humour of the Child, which He has experienced 

from his Infancy ? Who ſo willing is the Father (whoſe 
firſt Concern it is) to take the neceſſary Precautions and 
Pains? Who, in ſhort, ſo proper as the Father (that 
neither by too much Indulgence, or too much Severity 
_ loſes his Authority) to obſerve thathuſt Balance of Awe 
and Incouragement, requiſite to the Advancement cf his 
Studies ? But when I fay this, You will not imagine I 
mean every Father; there are ſome, whom we ſhould 
7 | think, 
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think, not quite the beſt Tators for their Children: 
Theſe. excepted, - it were eaſy to inſtance Numbers, 
3 ſuch as Hugo Grotius, and Fo/eph Scaliger, who, bred 
hs up in this Manner, have greatly inrich'd the Common- 
Wn wealth of Learning: And it was fo cuſtomary a Practice 
_ with the Ancients ; © That formerly (as we are told by 
« Pliny-in his Ep ſes) every Parent undertook the Tu- 
* torſhip-of his Family; wt in regular Succeſſion, after 
him, whoever was the Firſt and Oldeſt.” O/im ſu- 
us cuigue Parens pro Magiſtro; aut cui Parens non erat, 
maximus quiſque & vetuſtiſſimus. By which Method 
their Minds were not only form'd to Learning, but to 
Goodneſs. For to enter deeper into this Subject of E- 
ducation, with the Ingenious Mr. Locke, the next Re- 

uiſite, to that of making Children in Love with the 

mpany of their Parents, is, to let them receive all 

their good Things thence, and from their Hands. Be- 
ing abroad, it is true, will make them bolder, and bet- 

ter able to buſtle and ſhift among Boys of their own 
Age; and the Emulation of School-fellows, often puts 
Life and Induſtry into young Lads. But till you can 
find-a School, wherein it is poſſible for the Maſter to 
look after the Manners of his Scholars; and can ſhow as. 
great Effects of his Care of forming their Minds to Vir- 
tue, and their Carriage to Good-breeding, as of form- 
ing their Tongues to the learned Languages, Vou muſt 
confeſs, Vou have a ſtrange Value for Words, when pre- 
ferring the Languages of the Ancient Greeks and Romans, 
to that which made them ſuch brave Men, you think 
it worth while, to hazard your Son's Innocence and Vir- 
tue for a little Greek and Latin. But to return. 

If I have digreſs'd a little upon this Subject, it was 
only with Deſign to give You at one View a more lively 
Idea of that Houſe in which our Author was bred ; 
and which, to fay the leaſt of it, was a private Acade- 
my of Politeneſs and Learning. This was the School, 
produc'd, thoſe Four Brothers, ſo often mention'd in 
the Verſes of Secundus.

Be That as it will, the Cuts both of Falia and Secundus, 
here inſerted, are engraved by Picart, a celebrated Artiſt 
in this Way; from Thoſe Scriverius places before his Edi- 
tion, as Authentic Copies, wherever He got them. It was 
thought neceſſary to ſoften his Features a little, for they 
had given our Author the Look of Fifty rather than Five- 
and- Twenty. In This Picart follow'd the Example of 
a later Engraver, who draws Him with a more juvenile 
Air. This was the fame Hand that did Marius and 
Grudius. In all other Circumſtances He keeps cloſe to 
the Cut of Scriverius. For the Reſt ; notwithſtanding the 
ſtricteſt Search, it was not poſſible to recover any Draught 
of Neera; tho' She had certainly paſs'd thro' our Au- 
thor's Hands, as was ſaid above, as well Julia.

from Mechelen to Bourges; where at that Time the fa- 
mous Civilian, Andreas Alciatus, read Lectures of Law. 
Our Author was now Twenty, and not ſo intirely poſ- 
ſeſs'd with theſe Amuſements, as wholly to neglect his 
graver Studies. He gives us himſelf an Account of this 


Journey into France, in the firſt of his three Itinera. 


ries; which Daniel Heinſius publiſh'd at Leyden, in 
1618, found, as-it ſeems, among the Papers of Bona- 
ventura Vulcanias. 

There are none of the Works of Secundus better 
worth Reading than theſe, by ſuch as deſire to ſee him 
in his free and familiar Light. The Deſcription he 
makes of the Towns and Countries through which he 
paſs d, and the Judgment he forms of the Manners and 
Men with whom he convers'd, are very different from 
thoſe of Modern Travellers; who, to uſe the rough an- 
tique Phraſe of Milton, in his Treatiſe of Education, 
too implicitly rely on the Monfieurs of Paris, that 


take our hopeful Youth into their ſight and prodigal 
* Cuſtodies, to ſend them over back again transformd 


*« into Mimicks, Apes, and Kirk/hots.” A Cenſure 
that comes the better from the Mouth of Milton; who, 
of all Engliſhmen that have travel'd, has done the molt 
Honor to his Country, by the Intimacy and Correſpon- 
dence he inculcated with learned Foreigners. As Secun- 
dus was more ſolicitous to gain Knowledge, than affect 
it, this laudable Diſpoſition made him ambitious, where- 
ever he went, of cultivating their Friendſhip and Ac- 


quaintance, whoſe Reputation for Arts, or Letters, had 


made any Noiſe and Figure in the World. A Practice 
he afterwards continued in all his Travels. | 

On the 19th Day of March he arrived at Bourges, 
where he ſtay'd a whole Year ; improving himſelf as 


well with the daily Converſation, as Inſtruction of Al. 


ciatus, his Humane and Learned Teacher, as he calls 
him; Doctiſimus Humaniſſimuſgue Præceptor. For to 
give you a juſt Idea of Alciatus; he is greatly diſtin- 
guiſh'd from all thoſe that went before him in his Pro- 


feſſion, for freeing the Law from the Barbarity and Sla- 
very to which it had been reduc'd, under the little Ty-

It is no Wonder then to find him, on his firſt Arrival 
in Spain, receiv'd by the great Cardinal Tavera, Arch- 
Biſhop of Toledo, in Quality of Secretary to his Latin 
Letters. Eſpecially when we confider, the Specimen, 
Scriverius gives us of his Manner, in thoſe Proſe-Epi- 
files, which he publiſhed at the End of his poetical 
Works; partly copied from the Author's own Hand, and 
partly from the Hand of Douza.

HE Works of Secundus, particularly as pub- 
liſh'd by . afagy are introduc d with Com- 


mendatory Verſes by the moſt learned 

As Theodorus Beza, Janus Douza, Julius Ceſar Sca- 
liger, Lucas Holfteinius, Henricus Hudemanuus, ' Fo. 
Tſaacus Pontanus, &c. Not to mention thoſe of his 

Brothers, Nicolaus Grudius, „ and Hadrianus 1 ; 
or thoſe of his beſt Editors, Gu/ielmus Cripins, and Pe- 
trus Scriverias. Who often compare, and ſometimes 
prefer Him, not only to the beſt, ndern, but to the 
beſt antient Poets: : As to Martial, maſtery. Anacreor 
and Pindar ; or th Ovid, Tibulles, Properties and Cie | 
limachus. But the Character I chuſe to give | 
Him, as the moſt . equal. and maintainable, . 16 = 
drawn up by Cripius i in his Preface; That in his Ble. 
gies, he was ſoft, tender and perſpicuous. In his Lone

But of all the Works of Secundus, that which touches 
the moſt ſenſibly is his BS or Kiſſes. That In- 
comparable and almoſt Divine Book, Incomparabilis & 
divinus prorſus Liber; as Scriverius calls it. For fo 
charming is the Eaſineſs, ſo pleaſing the Simplicity that 
reigns throughout; accompanied with ſuch Elegance of 
Thought, and Purity of Expreſſion! It muſt be al- 
low'd; whatever he Joſes upon Account of Majeſty - 
and Grandeur; there are not many, either Ancient or 
Modern, that ſurpaſs him, in what we may call the 
Agreeable and Delicate in Poetry. The Praiſes, there- 
fore, he has receiv'd, from the great Men of his and 
the ſucceeding Age, are not leſs Proofs of his Merit, 
than Returns for the Pleaſure He had given them. It 
was this extorted from Gu/ie/mus Cripius the Inco- 
mium that Venus herſelf dictated thoſe Golden Verſes. ©

Dedit eadem feliciſſimum & ab ipſis Muſis 
eftfium ingenium Joannis Secundi ; cijus Baſia vi- 
vent, dum Baſis Amantium ora patebunt. And Li- 
Iius Gyraldus, in his Hiſtory of the Poets of his own 
Times, tells us; None can read the Ki/es of Se- 
cundus, without imagining they felt them. Fit, & 
Joannes Secundus, Hagenſis; cujus extant Baſin, gue 
ab omnibus ita leguntur, at Baſiis ah wideantar. 
And Daniel Heinfius, in his Letter to Lernutius, ſays, 
Venus ſteep'd them in the Quinteſſence of her Nectax.

But to enter more particularly into the Character of 
theſe little Pieces; let Us diſcover, if poſſible, in what 
their chief Excellence conſiſts. For in Poetry, as in 
other Circumſtances, tho we feel Qur-ſelves ſenſibly 
pleas'd, we cannot always account, why thoſe Objects ſo 
ſenſibly pleaſe Us. Their chief Excellence then conſiſts; 
not in any rare or ſublime Thoughts ; but in ſuch as are 
ſoft and tender. The Images they preſent, ſtrike with 
Mildneſs, not Surprize: They are common, yet na- 


tural; eaſy, but elegant; plain, but neat, Here Vou 
H 2 will 
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will find neither the Sports of Fancy, nor the Points of 
of Wit; but delicate Sentiments and lively Turns. Ra- 
ther, ſimple, in the Manner of Anacreon or Sappbo, 
than flouriſh'd, like Martial or Claudian; Of the Sort 
of Beauty that pleaſes without Paint; or Gentileneſs, 
that charms without Affectation. The Language, in 
ſhort, of Nature, not of Art. And yet this Character, 
I will venture to ſay, is more rare to find, and more 
difficult to hit, than That which conſiſts in extraordinary 
and ſurprizing Thoughts. The Idea I form of it is 
eaſily conceiv'd by this plain Circumſtance ; What 
Numbers have we of Moderns, eſpecially the Poets of 
. Htaly and Spain, that have equabd and even . 
in this flouriſh'd Way both Martial and Claudian? 
And yet how few, if any, have been able to approach 
the true Simplicity of Anacreon and Sappho 3 without 
failing in the /ively and natural Air; and even ſinking 
into the Low and Infantine ? ; 

It is, doubtleſs, this /ive/y and natural Beauty, that 
conſtitutes the great Talent of Secundus. He is ev 

where agreeable without ſeeming to defire it. Hi 
Flight is never daring, but always equal. In Him, we 
meet ſome Traces of that Delicacy, which Readers 
only of good Taſte can reliſh; and which it is yet leſs 


Kaſy to define. What the Romans term'd Urbanity ; - 


and the Greeks yall'd Artic Salt. But He will 

take with Thoſe, Who cannot reſt content with Nature 
or Truth. Who are taken with Dreſs and Show. Who 
are pleas'd with Conceits and Points: With Oppoſitions 
and Antitheſes. Who admire no Verſes, of which e- 
very Couplet might not paſs for a perfect Epigram, and 
every Epigram for a profound Myſtery. 


Ass it is not here my Deſign, to enter upon a ver- 


bal Comment or Criticiſm of Secundus; I ſhall paſs 
over thoſe general Imitations of the Ancients, fo fre- 
quent in the 34%; and of which I could give various 
Inſtances, as well from Ovid, Tibullus, and Propertius, 
as from Horace, Gallus and Virgil. But I ſhall con- 
fine my ſelf to Catullus, whoſe general Turn of Thought 
as well as Expreſſion, of all the Ancients, upon _

ſembles. Catullus I ſay, who, the Critics allow, was 
a fine Genius; and had a peculiar Talent of painting:

| Aﬀeer ſpeaking ſo largely, of Thoſe that Secundus has 
imitated ; it is but fair on the other Side, to ſpeak of 
Thoſe that have imitated Secundus. Particularly. of 
Bonefonius ; ſince, poſſibly, every Reader is not appriſed, 
that the firſt Edition of the Baia of Bonefanius, was 
publiſh'd about fifty Years after the Death of Secundus. 
It ſeems too, that Bonefonins himſelf was willing to diſ- 

guiſe his Obligations to Secundus ; fince in his Poem to 
Guellius, where He profeſſes himſelf a Follower of 
Catullus, He has Recourſe even to Pliny and Calous, 
of whoſe Verſes We have ſcarce any Fragments left; 
rather than mention an Author, who immediately pre- 
ceeding Him, was likely to diſpute the Prize of Excel- 
lence,-as well as Invention, which he was ready to yield 
to an Ancient, but not a Modern. And yet nothing is 
more certain, than that thro* the whole Pancharis of 
Bonefonius, there is not one ſingle Baum, exempt of 
Thoughts or Expreſſions copied from Secundus. 
As to the Character He holds among the Learned. 
| La-Monnoye, in his Additions to the Menagiana, is no- 
way favorable to him. As to the boaſted Pancharis, - 
« (fays He) of Bonefonius ; : am far from taking it for 
„ ; 5 ſuch 
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* ſuch a Maſter-Piece; or admitting the Latin to be 
. equal to That of the Auguſtan Age. Bonefonins thinks 
4 and ſpeaks, rather like the modern than antient Poets 
<< of 1taly; from the Purity of whoſe Style and Cha- 
< rafter, He is far eſtrang d. Can any Thing be leſs 
'«« judicious, than thoſe Pha/eucia againſt the Needle 
that had prick d his Miſtreſs's Finger? He was not, 
c as if ſeems, over-ſolicitous for the Wel-fare of the 


« Fair-one, when He wiſh'd, the ſame Needle had prick'd 


her Heart! He might as well have wiſh'd her Death, 
But let Us {proceeds the Critic) examine his Latinity 


«a little; I dare affirm, He tranſgreſſes in more than 


one Inſtance.” After which He draws up a Liſt of 
twenty fix Articles; one Half of them, ſufficient (as He 
- concludes) to ſhow, ©** That the Praiſes hitherto ſo libe- 
rally beſtow'd upon this Poet, are far above his Merit. 
And here, in Policy I ought to leave Him, condemn'd 
without Mercy. Purſuant to the uſual Practice of Critics, 
who, like oppoſite Faftions in the Commonwealth, pull 
down one Favourite to ſet up another. Or rather like 
the Savages, that think They inherit the good Qualities 
of Thoſe they devour. And certainly there is Nothing 
more difficult to guard againſt, than the Zeal of Par- 
tiality for the Books We publiſh. As it is impoſſible 
to converſe long with Authors of Merit, and not con- 
ceive ſome little Tenderneſs and Affection for Them, 
But when tranſlating them, We become one, as it 
were, by a Kind of Naturalization, and from Friends 
and Admirers grow Principals and Parties; what won- 
der if We throw down the Gantlet, and declare Our- 
{elves Champions in their Defence? There is no Paſſion, 
You know, ſo violent as Self- Intereſt or Self- Love. 
To do Juſtice therefore to Bonefonius. It were eaſy 
to prove, that almoſt all the Articles exhibited againſt 
Him, are either trivial, doubtful, nay ill-grounded, 
or ſecretly ſupported by the Authority of the Antients3 
as any Editor of Bonefonius may make out, that has 
Patience or Induſtry enough to turn over a Dictionary 
or Index: Not that Bonefonius, or even Secundus, can be 
faid, never to have tranſgreſs'd againſt Rule. If ſome 
ancient Critics could diſcover Spots even in Virgil; * 
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en We expect Infallibility in a modern Writer? After 
all, I leave You to judge, whether Bonefonius may not 
yet deſerve ſome Part, at leaſt, of thoſe rapturous Com- 
mendations given Him by Borrichias ? That his Baia 
are Pieces of ſolid Gold; and of Sweetneſs ſurpaſſing 
Honey ! Or by Rapin? That, in- regard to the Purity of 
his Expreſſion, Nothing has been writ in theſe later 
Times, with more Delicacy either in French or Latin I 
But chieſſy by Menage? Who tells us, no Poet of modern 
Date deſerves better to be read. He has left us, (fays he) 
* a little Collection of Poems, intitled Pancharis Joannis 
* Bonefonii, and printed at Paris in 1587.“ Which, by 
the Way, Gilles Durant, Sieur de la Bergerie, and Ad- 
vocate of the Parliament of Paris, tranſlated into French 
Verſe, according to La-Monnoye 5; Who obſerves further 
that this Verſion, as it uſually accompanies the Latin, has 
been ſometimes attributed, by-unattentive Readers, to Bo- 
refonius Himſelf; among Others by Rapin; whom Baillet 
(continues He) blindly follows; without underſtanding. 
even rightly what He meant: This GolleRion (to 
« return to Menage) contains little-elſe beſides the Praiſes 
* of lis Miſtreſs ; for the moſt Part in Hendeca- Fylla- 
« bler; of à Latin. as pure as that of the Auguſan 
« Age. Few Poets, ſince Catailus, have ſucceeded ſo 
well in this Sort of Verſe. His only Fault, is being 
* too /oft and effeminate.. Whereas Catullus breaths a 
more maſculine Vivacity; Which, however, would be 
called Effroptere, in an Age ſo reſerved as this. Two: 
« of the prettieſt Pieces of his little Book, are; That com- 
* plaining of the Needle, which inſtead of wounding 
«his Miſtreſs's Hand, ought rather to wound her Heart, 
« inſenſible to the Darts of Love. The other is an Epi- 
« gram in which He laments the Manner of her ſeizing 
his Heart.”

A claſfical Collection chiefly, which the Poſſeſſor had ſo 
well ſtudied in his Youth ; and was neceſſitated in his 
old Age to part with for Bread. Here, charmed at the 
firſt reading of the Baſa, I could not forbear tranſcrib- 
ing Them; having Admittance at all Hours by the Hu- 
manity of the Librarian. 'The View I had then, was 


barely an Exemplar for the Encouragement of the Preſs; ' 


which begun about this 'Time to produce new Editions 
of ancient Authors, as of Horace and Virgil, with great 
Correctneſs. A long Summer in the Country, without 
Buſineſs or Books, drew Me. inſenſibly beyond my firſt 
Defign ; which the learned Reader will more eaſily par- 
dong ſince the Tranſlation is every where accompany'd , 
the Original. A Method I ſhould chuſe to obſerve z- 
if ever I found Leiſure to publiſh, the Odes of Ara- 
creon, and the 1dy/liums of Moſchus and Bion; I mean 
an intire Verſion of them in Exgliſb Verſe. The World 
has already had a Specimen, at the End of Mr. Ster- 
lings Mauſæ us. For as by giving the Tranſlation, a Man 


bas the Pleaſure of indulging his Foible; ſo by giving 
the Original, He makes an immediate Atonement, as 
a Contributor to the main Stock of Learning. After 
taking theſe Pains with the Baſs of Secundus, it was 
ſome Mortification to hear that They were tranſlated - 


already, by an able Hand. But there was great Reaſon
